Paris, May 11.—There was a si- 


multaneous publication this morning 
in Paris, Vienna and St Petersburg 
of the official view of the Bulgarian 
situation. It appeared in the Figaro 
here, the Neue Frede Presse of Vien- 
na, and in the official organ at St. 
Petersburg, and carries out the idea, 
previously cabled to tfae Associated 
Press that the powers are satisfied 
with the correctness of Bulgaria's 
course and will not tolerate the adop- 
tion by the sultan of Turkey of stern 
measures against Bulgaria on account 
of the Salonica outrages. It is point- 
ed out that the question is not mere- 
ly one between a suzerain and a vas- 
sal but is one between. Turkey and 
the powers signatory of the Berlin 
convention, mainly France, Austria 
and Russia, owing to their geograph- 
ical position. The official communi- 
cation sums up as follows: 


"Two important points mark the 


present status of the imbroglio. First, 
the BulgariEJi government is not re- 
sponsible for the Macedonian vio- 
lence; second, neither St. Petersburg, 
Vienna nor Paris have the intention 
to permit Bulgaria to 
7>e held re- 


sponsible/' 


The communication closes with the 


statement that the porte's first duty 
is to carry out the general plan for 
the Balkan reforms, repress the Al- 
banian agitators and punish the mur- 
derer of the Russian consul, adding:

Interesting Address by Chris- 


tianized Jew at First Presby- 


terian Church Sunday, 


A very interesting address, on 


••I'rom Kabbiaism to uie ioot of the 
Cioss," was deuveieii oy issac Ai- 
cuzer, a Jew who lias embraced Chris- 
tianity, in the llrst Presbyterian 
church Sunday morning. 
A large 


audience listened with rapt attention 
for more than an hour and a half to 
the eloquent young Hebrew as he told 
the story of his liie. 


Mr. Alcuzer, who has been a stud- 


ent at the Wiuona school for several 
mouths, was born in Jerusalem, and 
is at present fitting himseil to be- 
come a missionary among his psopie 
in his native land. He is the sou of 
a Jewish rabbi, and his family has 
been noted for the number of illus- 
trious rabbis that have come from it 
in the past four hundred years. Al- 
cuzer was dressed in native costume 
and delivered his address in excellent 
English, notwithstanding that three 
years ago he did not understand a 
word of the language. 


The young man was educated to 


become a rabbi, and owes his conver- 
sion to an English missionary with 
whom he became acquainted while 
ill in a'mission hospital at Jerusalem. 
He visited the missionary in her 
home a number of times, and was 
given a small testament in the He- 
brew language, which he read care- 
fully more from curiosity than for 
any other reason, and found many 
doctrines in harmony with rabbinical 
teachings. 


Later, while learning the printing 


trade and studying in Constantino- 
ple, Mr. Alcuzer became more deeply 
interested in the Christian faith and 
one day attended a mission for Jews 
conducted by a Presbyterian mission- 
ary. Mr. Alcuzer became acquainted 
with the missionary and after four 
months of careful comparison with 
the teachings of Christianity and the 
doctrines of rabbiuism, he embraced 
the Christian faith. 


As L^e result of this step, his fath- 


er disowned him, and he was repudi- 
ated by his people. Becoming more 
and more interested in the Christian 
faith as his studies proceeded, Mr. 
Alcuzer decided to come to America 
and fit himself to become a mission- 
ary among his people in Jerusalem. 
He -met tae great philanthropist. John 
Wannamaker, of Philadelphia, 
and 


becoming, deeply 
interested in- his 


case, Mr. Wannamaker offered to as- 
sist him in receiving a theological 
training and Mr. Alcuzer accepted the 
offer. 
The young man will spend 


several years in America and will 
then return to Jerusalem to begin ac- 
tive mission work among his people.

Report at Electric Works 


This Morning. 


PITTSBURG 
CONVENTION 


Conductors and Their Friends 


Gath ering in Great Num- 


ber at Smoky City. 


The striking machinists and ap- 


prentices did not report for work at 
the Fort Wayne Electric works this 
morning and they are, therefore, no 
longer considered employes of, the 
company, according to the statement 
of Manager J. J. Wood. Neither did 
the men call at the works for their 
tools and personal effects. Otherwise 
there is practically no change in the 
situation today. 
The strikers have 


changed their meeting place from the 
hall ou Calhoun street to Anderson 
hall, on Broadway and Jefferson street. 
They held a meeting at the latter 
place at 7 o'clock this morning, but it 
was behind closed doors, and so far 
as the reporter could learn, nothing 
Of importance bearing upon the strike 
occurred. Later the reporter called 
there, but could learn nothing new 
from the few men whom he found 
there. In reply to the inquiry, Mr. 
Wood said that none of the- strikers- 
appeared at the works this morning, 
either to resume work or to get their 
tools. He also said that H. C. Paul 
and himself made an effort to meet 
the striking employes as a body last 
Saturday, but failing in this, they re- 
fused to confer with the committee 
and to recognize the-union. Mr. Wood 
said the men were no longer employes, 
but none are barred who wish to be re- 
em'ployed. He says he can get all the 
men he needs, and in proof of this 
Statement he showed to the reporter a 
bunch of perhaps 200 letters from me- 
chanics in various parts of the country 
who. are seeking employment at the 
works. These letters were replies to 
advertisements inserted in some of 
the eastern papers last week. They 
. have been filed to await further con- 
sideration, and whether any of the ap- 
plicants will come here to take posi- 
tions at/the works is a. question for 
the- future to answer. Except the ma- 
chine shops, the works appear to be 
nmning the usual force.

QTJEES, DECOY FOB FISHING. 


"Lau melomelo" is what th« Ha- 


waiian fishermen call this decoy, saya 
the Washington Post. 


It is made of the hardest wood to 


be found on the islands, and is carved 
and rubbed till it assumes the shape 
of a club with, a little knob at the 
smaller end, 
to which the line is 


tied. , 


The club is from one to thfse feet 


long. 
A village sorcerer performs 


certain rites over it over a, sacred 
fire. After this is done the club. is 
magic and the fisherman must be ex- 
tremely careful of it. It a 
woman 


should step over it or enter a canoe 
in which it lies the club would lose 
all its power and would be useless 
ever afterward, 


After the club has been charmed 


the fisherman, mixes candlenut an-J 
cocoanut meat, bakes it, and ties the 
mixture in a wrapper of cocoanu^ 
fiber. 


At the fishing grounds the club is 


covered with the oily juice of the stuff 
and is then lowered carefully to the 
bottom. The scent of the baked nut 
meat attracts certain kinds of fish, 
which soon gather and begin to nib- 
ble at the club. 
As soon as enough 


fish are around the decoy a small bag- 
shaped net is lowered very gently 
until its mouth is just over the club. 
The latter is then pulled up carefully 
and cunningly until it is within the 
bag. The fish are so eager for the 
sta2 with which the club is covered 
that they follow it into the net with- 
out fear. As soon as all the fish arc 
in it a fisherman dives and closes the
